The Lancet 


The Manager begs to announce that with the New Year 
the price of The Lancet will be reduced to 6d. The 
Annual Subscription will also be reduced—to One Guinea 
for the United Kingdom and for Medical Subordinates 
in India whose rate of pay , including allowances , is 
less than Rs. go per month*; and to 25s. for the 
Colonies and Abroad. 

For some time past it has been felt that the 
price of The Lancet , which has remained at yd. for 
the past fifty years , is not in accordance with the pro¬ 
gress of modern newspaper development; but sentimental 
objections to any change on the part of the late esteemed 
Proprietor of The Lancet , who lived to an advanced 
age , stood in the way of making the reductions at an 
earlier date. 

In all other respects The Lancet will remain 
exactly as before , save in those features where it can
